They ti-ausfer themselves to 
lands where thoy, tho surplusago of 
European humanity, ereiilo nations in 
a day. .As a miittor of euur&io, tho 
great Ijiilk of tho United States at- 
tracrtu, a:" by tho forco of gravitation, 
tho larger m;iKSGS of cnugi'aut.s. Of 
tho ;ilO,(112 who left- last year, 233,- 
073 atartcul for tho States, aiKl of the 
reinaiuiler ;]7,'208 woi-it to the Cana- 
dian dominion, 2(5, 428 to Australia 
and New Zealand, and 13,903 to South 
Africa, South Ameinca and rlsowhero.

This, liowover, is no 
near pros])eet. Tho population ctf tho 
States LH about 12 to the square mile. 
The least densely inhabited of Euro- 
pean countries, Nonray and Sweden, 
have 19, and the most closely packed 
land in the world, Bolgiuiu, has 151. 
The States therefore can coulinuo to 
give room to yoarl.v. lumdruds of thou- 
sands, and for sonio tinietu cuino the 
great migratory masses will jdoto 
thitherward. The British colonies 
haTo at present to content themselves 
with comparatively small (icccsaiona. 
Still when the numbers contrilmted 
yearly to the Dominion and the colon- 
ies in tho Southern Homisplioros are 
looked at by themselveg, thoy are suf- 
ficiently large to be impressive. And 
it must be remembered that most of 
those who lo'ave Baitish i>orts for Bri- 
tish colonies are British people. Year 
by year somo Beventy thousaiul Eng- 
lish, Scotch and Irish arc sent out to 
our great dependencies to add to tho 
accumulated" populations, of many 
voara of settlement. The population 
of Canada is 4,000,000, and of Austra- 
lia, New Zea!;uid and Pjji 2,2.")O,000, 
while that of l.iritish South Africa is 
1,200,000. Wlion these facts are re- 
cognized, in connection also with na- 
tural increase, the annual additions 
by British and European emigration 
boootue ail tho more important. It is 
from such considerations that tlu!

.•I] iprcciated. Since AVaterloo huig- 
laiiLl ha-j perhaps taken no very splen- 
did position in Europe. Her rank as 
I a military power ia nowhere in com- 
than j pmison with tho lofty siijioriority of 
des- I < ',t.rman.\-. ]>ai, in the uowv,-(jrld h'ng- 
hind divides Huproniaey only -with a 
nation which is her own otl'sjo'iiig. 
This is a time when scntiiuout is shun- 
!ied; but it is difficult to be fashiona- 
bly unconcerned when tho statistic of 
emigration and colonial growth are 
spread out in imposing array, and the 
liuard of 'i'riiile makes staiernentH 
about tho transj-jort over ocomiH tcinow 
lands of annual crowds wiiich o.viceed 
the monstrous numbers of modora ar- 
mies,— all the more difficult is it to be 
])ros(iieally dull when it is recognized 
dial tho grandest human niovotiioiit in 
the world is <jiio in wliich i'hi.glisli- 
s[)eaki iig' neriple have by far and in 
ovorywiiy the greatest mllueuco and 
tatere.st.

At a piiWio meeting, last night, a 
resolution was carried asking tho City 
Council to iutrotlwco a by-law grant- 
ing a bonus of §250,000 towards tho 
Huron & Quebec Railway. 

Ottawa, Nov. 28.— The Charter for 
the incorporation of tho city of Hull 
•svas finally completed to-day. When 
■ incorporated this suburb of Ottawa 
will contain 11.000 inhabitants, and 
rank as the third city in that Province. 

Mr. John Sto.vart, of Kingston, 
writes to the "Crlobc" in reference to 
tho prosecution of the cliargCH against 
Sir John Macdonald. Ho states that 
he himself is resijousiblefor the chai'g- 
cs having been prosecuted, that he 
did so. in opposition to the advice of 
the Reformers who represented to him 
that it would be "an injury to tho par- 
ty" to press thom.

There has been a snow storm the 
past two days, making tho roads heavy 
for travel. To-night is clear and cold. 

It is reported that tho Government is 
endeavouring to secure space for arti- 
cles at the approaching Philadelphia 
Centennial Exhibition, representing 
the Art and General Industries of Ca- 
nada. 

The "Citizen's" lumber report con- 
tain."? the following: — "Tho total 
amount of white pine timber cut in tho 
Ottawa valley thi« year is 9i7,000, in- 
cluding the two mixed rafts, and 445,- 
000 of red pine, or a total 1,492,000 
feet of timber in all. Tho calculation 
for the winter's cut on the Ottawa is 
that there will bo 7,000,000 cubic feet 
of white pine, 1 ,500,000 feot of rod 
pine. This shows a reduction of 5,000,- 
000 feet of white pine in two yearo, 
and a reduction of 2,000,000 feet in 
red pine as compared with last season. 
These figuroH are as nearly correct as 
can bo obtained atiDresent."

Lljiif. tlu) Court, had designed that tho 
proceedings should bo public, sxcept 
the reading of tho documents relative 
to tho ooolosiastical policy of tho Gov-

rd' till! lirst cl.-isa mentioned in tho in- 
dictment. 'I'lio proficenlioii read tho 
indictments. II accuses tho Count of 
deroliclion in official duty, and says 
that when Prince Hohenlolie succeed- 
ed to the Embassy at Paris ho found, 
after a striot search, that a large num- 
bor of doenmenta wer^ miBsing*' • from- 



the archives. These documents the 
indictments divided into three cate- 
gories—first, those Count Von Arnim 
confesses to having abstracted and af- 
terwaird festordd; second, those which 
tho Count acknowledged having taken 
but which, regarding nn his private 
property, ho refuses to restore; third; 
those Yolunifis which ho professes to 
have no knowledge of. The indict- 
ment proceedB,, , to; '-pvoytf •'• the ".oilgisl 
character of all '.the ' documents. It 
states that they were partly communi- 
cations from the German Foreign Of- 
fice to its representatives abroad, and 
partly reports of the roin-esentativea 
to the Foreign office. Each document, 
the original draft of which is in- the 
possession of tho foreign oflace.is mim- 
bored and entered in the official re^a- 
ter. If some documents contain ad- 
(litiouH of a personal, social, or con- 
MentialTiature, their oflicial charac- 
ter is in jiowisC thereby altered. The 
autograph letters of JPi;inqp^ Bifflixfi^tflc 
are not in question.- 'Gmitit. Von Ar- 
nim kept three journals of correspon- 
dence, sei.t and received iu accord- 
ance with the regulation of the service, 
but during the last mouths of hiu stav 
in Paris, secretly kept a journal with 
a few entries. Tho indictment as«erfca 
that t liose documents which were not 
entered never reached the archives, 
and that tho greater part of the miss- 
ing documents were liot entered. Then 
follows nn enumeration of the docu- 
ments df'fcheWst class, and it copies 
the correspondence of the Foreign Qf- 
tlco with Count Von Arnim, which re- 
sulted in their restoration. The in- 
dictment refutes the idea that the 
Count took these documents merely 
for the purpose of restoring them to 
tho Foreign Office: The indictment 
alsoenumerates the documents of the 
second class, among which is a dis- 
patch dated November 8, 1872, asking 
the Count to explain a conversation in 
which, according to a private report of 
General'Manteuffeli th6 Count inform- 
ed M. Sfc. -Vallier at Nancy that he re- 
garded M. Thiers' governmcnasuntenablo 
because Gambetta, then the Cammnne, 
and then a military regime -^voulti 
follow if France did not shortly adopt 
a monarchical form of government. 
Another dispatch, dated January 3, 
1874, admonishes Von Ai*nimf fot^neg- 
lectingto send to his government a 
report ou the pastoral le t r j of the 
French bishops directed against Ger- 
many. 

fV. dispatch dated December 30, 1872, 
follows, in -which Bi8mar.ck..pQmta,<)ut 
that the report of Von Arnirh upon the 

political situation in France ia partly 
based on erroneous premises.. This 
dispatch thoroughly discusses the 
question what form of government for 
Franco would be most protitable for

Othfei' Cdipies of dispatches follow in 
enumeration in the indictn^ont, all re- 
lating to various official reports from 
t^ouiit Von Arnim. One dated March 
1, l!S7-l, in iofcrence to a direct appli- 
cation made by tho accused to the 
Emperor, complains thaf-^the-'Count 
forwaitled to the Emperor an iTc^^^et 
copy of the despatcli addressed t-O'Mm 
(Arnim) dated .January I, 1874,. "de- 
miiuding that the Count show more 
pliability and greater regard for the 
ipstructiona of Bismarck, and adopt a
